It proceeds on a 
special train, made up of specially designed cars, over a special route, 

upon a special schedule. It is a form of travel hitherto unrealizable. In vari- 
ety and luxury of accommodations, in freedom from regular schedules, in 
opening out-of-the-way places to comfortable travel, in offering unusual 
sightseeing—it duplicates the splendid features of an Ocean Cruise. Just as 
an Ocean Cruise, by discriminating choice of ports, magically transforms a 
sea route, so a land cruise infuses new romance into the American travel field. 


‘V /JE established Land Cruises in the summer of 1926. All season our 
Liners made the circuit of the West—from Chicago through the 
Canadian Rockies or the Dakotas, Wyoming, Montana and Idaho; up the 
Coast to Alaska and down to San Diego; eastward through the Southwest 
or from San Francisco through Utah and Colorado. The most discussed of 
all the travel projects of the year, Land Cruises were the subject of articles 
and editorials in the newspapers and magazines; they were watched care- 
fully by all travel organizations and by the officials of the great transporta- 
tion companies. Mr. Burton Holmes, the noted travel-lecturer, cruised on 
one of them. And best of all was the cordiality shown by the discriminat- 
ing traveling public, who patronized Land Cruises much more eagerly than 
we had reason to expect, considering the idea was brand-new. 


URING the winter of 1926-1927 our weekly “‘sailings’”’ to California 
met with a commensurate enthusiasm from those bound for the Coast

The Finest Trains in the World 


HE Land Cruise Liners are the finest trains in the world. They are 
made up of nine or ten special cars, some of which the Pullman Com- 
pany has especially designed for the exclusive use of Raymond-Whitcomb. 
As new developments in the history of travel equipment, two of these new 
types of car are pre-eminently important. First—the Entertainment Car, 
unprecedented in design. In this are the Gymnasium (with apparatus like 
that of a liner’s gymnasium); the big Recreation Room for dancing and 
lectures (some 50 people can be comfortably seated); the Library-Lounge; 
the Barber Shop (with adjoining shower bath). The entertainment equip- 
ment includes all the apparatus for moving pictures, a radio, Orthophonic 
Victrola, etc. 


N the second type of car, also specially constructed for our exclusive 
use, are rooms with bath attached. Some of these rooms have beds 
instead of berths, and are furnished with wardrobes, dressing tables, shoe 
lockers, extra chairs, etc. Other cars—specially built for this Raymond- 
Whitcomb service—represent the highest type of Pullman equipment, such 
as used only on the smartest of America’s trains—cars with nothing but 
drawing rooms (all with private toilet, etc., adjoining); cars with similar 
drawing rooms and compartments (all the compartments have running wa- 
ter, etc.)—and, to complete the range of accommodations (which vary as 
on an Ocean Cruise), each Land Cruise ‘‘Liner’’ has a car with ten Pullman 
sections (upper and lower berth). These cars afford unusual privacy be- 
cause the partitions between the sections are stationary. To complete the 
train are the dining car and the baggage car. In the latter, as on an Ocean 
Cruise, trunks will be accessible throughout the Cruise. (Descriptions 
and plans of the cars will be found on pages 17 to 21).

HE personnel of a Land Cruise ‘“‘Liner’’—the “‘Ship’s Crew’’ and our 
staff—is proportionately as complete as on a Raymond-Whitcomb 
Qcean Cruise. The Cruise Director will have several assistants, including a 
hostess, whose duties are particularly to assist women traveling alone. There 
is a full complement of porters, maid, valet, gymnasium- and library-attend- 
ant, barber, hairdresser, etc. Every conceivable item of the sort now found 
only on the most famous American trains, is found on a Land Cruise ‘‘Liner’’.

its course unhampered by ‘“‘short hauls’ and ‘‘way stations’’, and, omitting 
this or that commercially necessary center, ‘“‘anchors”’ at other ‘‘ports’’, unim- 
portant to railroading, but offering a wealth of rare sightseeing. 


RDINARY trains, again because of commercial necessity, repeatedly 
traverse sections of magnificent scenic areas at night. The average 
traveler has a vague idea that there are a good many wonders along the way 
that he has missed; still, he has had no choice. Land Cruises “‘sail’’ through 
such scenery by day; the Special Raymond-Whitcomb Schedules are so 
planned that no essential part of the scenic region are omitted.

ONSTANTLY one sees pictures and articles about little known America, 
weird Indian ceremonies, Frontier Time memorials, vanishing Pioneer 
customs, the far-off, silent sources of great water-ways.

Sometimes their 
object is scenery; sometimes a picturesque settlement removed from the 
railway line; sometimes a local celebration, or a meal and some restful hours 
at a hostelry locally noted for its picturesqueness and cuisine. In addition | 
to such “‘shore excursions”’ always included in the cruise rate, there are a 
dozen or so ‘‘Optional Shore Excursions’’ to be taken at additional cost. 
These allow opportunity for an even greater elasticity of route, and visits to 
districts where transportation- and hotel-facilities are limited. 


ICTURE yourself on a Land Cruise, having boarded the ‘‘Liner’”’ at New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, or one of a half-dozen other Eastern cities, 
or Chicago. As on a ship you make yourself comfortable. A Raymond- 
Whitcomb staff member is handy and alert to assist you. You attend a lec- 
ture or a dance in the Entertainment Car; or you settle yourself in one of the 
Lounges; write letters in the Library-Lounge; or, perhaps, play a few rub- 
bers of auction in your own room.

It may be an Indian dance, aranch dinner, a museum 
visit, a launch trip, a rodeo—we include them all. Back you come to the 
“‘Liner’’, and there everything is waiting for you. The next “‘port”’ is a great 
city. You pack your valise for several days ‘‘ashore’’—a sojourn in one of 
the most noted American hotels with an agreeable variety of automobile 
sightseeing trips to fill the time. Three weeks or a month slip by—you have 
traveled thousands of miles, you have visited a score of America’s most sig- 
nificant and picturesque places. The ‘Liner’ brings you back again to 
Chicago or the East. You have NOT changed trains forty times. You have 
NOT impatiently endured enforced idleness because of iron-clad railroad 
schedules.

ITH annoyances reduced to a minimum, with the ‘‘Liner’’ for comfort, 

with the ‘‘ports”’ and “‘shore excursions” constantly important and 

engrossing, the ‘‘Land Cruise’”’ idea is in keeping with the refinements of 

luxury and convenience that characterize the times. We believe the idea is 

also typical of Raymond-Whitcomb progressiveness. As the oldest Ameri- | 

can travel company we have for almost a half-century been pioneers in 
pleasure-travel; we have our place in national history. 


Raymond-Whitcomb and American History 


ONSIDER Raymond-Whitcomb and California. There the turmoil of 
the Gold Rush and the ensuing Vigilante Days ended not long before 
1870. In 1880—only some ten years later—we began to introduce California 
as no longer a gold mining country, but an unrivalled pleasure resort. 
Early Western travel conditions were crude; rolling-stock, even for those 
days, inferior; meals nerve-racking affairs snatched in station-restaurants. 
In 1887 we ran to California the first train composed entirely of ‘“‘vestibule”’ 
cars with a “‘through”’ dining car. This train made history. It was respon- 
sible for the customary high standard of modern trans-Continental travel. 
Annually for forty-seven years we have run our special trains to California.

YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK: The Yellowstone Geyser Region is the greatest 
in the world.

Our patronage and our clients have “‘done their bit’’ in California’s develop- 
ment. The great hotels—one of them named for one of the Company’s 
founders—are outgrowths of our activities. 


ONSIDER Raymond-Whitcomb and the National Parks. The first of 
the large parks was Yellowstone, set aside in 1872. Early visits to it 
were in the nature of explorations and hunting trips, until in 1885—even 
before its fine hotels were built—we made it a pleasure travelers’ goal. The 
Yosemite was made a National Park in 1890; yet constantly from 1881 
(nine years earlier ) it had figured in our itineraries. Our regular visits to the 
Grand Canyon began in 1900, nineteen years before it became a National 
Park. Glacier Park was created in 1910; two years later, almost before the 
trails had been blazed, we included it in our summer schedules. Rocky 
Mountain National Park was created in 1915; we had begun our annual 
visits the previous year. We were among the first to visit Zion National 
Park, the newest of all, created in 1919. Mention may appropriately be 
made of the famous Arizona Apache Trail, whose very name we devised and 
which we helped ‘‘put on the map’”’ in 1915. These places—renowned the 
world over—are among the great regions of the country. In the history of 
their development we have played a good part.

ONSIDER Raymond-Whitcomb and Alaska and the Canadian Rockies. 
In 1886, when we first took our clients to Alaska, that territory had 
belonged to the United States for less than twenty years and the Klondike 
Gold Rush was still ten years in the future. We called at Victoria, but not 
at Vancouver, for the latter, a mere log cabin settlement, was only one year 
old. Surely here we were pioneers, traveling first on the old side-wheeler 
‘““Ancon”’ and later on the “Queen” commanded by the picturesque Captain 
Carroll. In 1887, with the trans-Continental completion of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad and the opening of the Canadian Rocky Mountain Na- 
tional Park, we were again in the van, making the first of our annual trips 
through this famous district. 


Almost a Half-Century of Success 


OR forty-seven years we have enjoyed what has amounted to almost a 
monopoly of the best class of Western American travel. Our relations 
with hotels, railroads, and automobile companies are peculiarly cordial and 
intimate; our knowledge of the American travel-field and our experienced 
staff can not be equalled. It is natural, therefore, that we should wish to 
make America still more appealing to pleasure travelers—to awaken an 
appreciation of the fact that America is not only a land of magnificent sce- 
nery, but a country of thrilling historic interest and romantic local color that 
very frequently rivals the famous sections in the Old World. 


IGHT different ‘‘Land Cruises’’, in general covering seven routes, are 
shown in this book. They include the historic Southwest, with its 
great range of ancient and modern civilization, its Indian and hill cities, as 
fascinating as the medieval towns of Spain and Italy, its stupendous Grand 
Canyon, its stone forests and sheer mesas;—California, the golden Mecca of 
all Western travel;—the National Parks, Yellowstone, Yosemite, Glacier, 
Rocky Mountain, Crater Lake and Zion, and, over the border, Canadian 
Reserves ;—the great Pacific Northwest, with its bustling cities, sweeping 
rivers and snow peaks;—the Canadian Rockies with their glaciers and crag- 
shadowed lakes;—Jasper Park, on the border of British Columbia, with its 
magnificent peaks and gorgeous panoramas ;—Alaska, America’s fjord-land ;— 
Colorado and Utah, regions of mountains and rich towns;—Minnesota, the 
Dakotas, Montana, Idaho, with the impress of pioneer days still strong 
upon them. 


HE different itineraries are appreciably diverse. The rates are notably 
moderate. Members of a Land Cruise may be sure that there is no 
other form of travel in America which will so repay them and which will 
keep them so constantly interested, both while actually en route (with all 
the possibilities for entertainment on the train) and during the ‘shore 
trips’? when the customary sightseeing will continually be enhanced by 
special festivities, ceremonies and activities characteristic of the various 
localities visited. 
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THE LAND CRUISE LINERS 


ELOW are summarized descriptions of the luxurious Land Cruise 

Liners. (Skeletonized plans will be found on pages 20 and 21). The 

order in which the cars are described does not necessarily conform with the 
order in which the trains will be made up. 

Car No. 5—the Entertainment Car. An exclusive Raymond-Whitcomb 
Car. A Recreation Room, seating 49—removable chairs, allowing ample 
space for dancing—a lecture platform—moving picture screen and project- 
ing apparatus—radio—phonograph. A Gymnasium with punching-bag, 
mechanical horse, chest-weights, lockers and connecting shower and toilet. 
Completely equipped barbershop. Library-lounge, with easy chairs, writ- 
ing-table and well-stocked bookcases. 

Car No. 11—the Bedroom Car. Another exclusive Raymond-Whitcomb 
Car. Bedroom (E) with beds instead of berths, dressing-table, wardrobe, 
chairs and connecting private shower and toilet. (In this room is an extra 
upper berth sold for a third person only under conditions explained on 
page 94). Room (F) with connecting private shower and toilet. Three 
drawing rooms (A, D and G) with upper and lower berths and sofa and 
connecting private washroom. Two compartments (B and C) with upper 
and lower berths and running water. Special lockers for shoes to be cleaned. 

Car No. 33—the Drawing Room Car. The highest type of Pullman 
equipment. Seven drawing rooms all with upper and lower berths and sofa 
and private washroom and toilet. Rooms A and B,—C and D,—E and F 
connect and can be used as suites. 

Car No. 44—the Drawing Room-Compartment Car. The highest type 
of combination design. Three drawing rooms (A, D and I) all with upper 
and lower berths and sofa and private washroom and toilet. Six compart- 
ments (B, C, E, F, G and H) all with upper and lower berths and running 
water. Some combinations of these rooms may be sold en suite. Rooms 
G and H may be sold for the exclusive occupancy of one person. 

Car No. 55—the Drawing Room-Compartment Car. Identical in every 
respect with Car No. 44, with the same possibilities for suite-arrangements 
and for arrangements for single occupancy of rooms G and H. 

Car No. 77—the Drawing Room-Section Car. The latest development of 
the standard Pullman. One drawing room (A) with upper and lower berth 
and sofa and private washroom and toilet. Two compartments with upper 
and lower berth and running water. These three rooms may be thrown 
together into a suite. Ten sections (upper and lower berth ) with permanent 
partitions between the sections. Lavatories for women and for men. 

Car No. 99—the Observation Car. Anultra-modern type of car. A large 
observation room (opening on an observation platform) with comfortable 
chairs, writing-table, etc. A special women’s lounge and washroom. Two 
drawing rooms (C and D) with upper and lower berths and sofa and 
private washroom and toilet. Three compartments (A, B and E) with 
upper and lower berths and running water. Rooms A, B and C, and Rooms 


D and E will combine to form suites, if desired.

THE ENTERTAINMENT CAR: 

This feature of the Liner has a 

diversity of uses. Perhaps most 

often it is used as a movie theater, 

but afterwards, as shown on the 

opposite page, it may serve for 
dancing.

is Car Number Eleven. This car, 
like the Entertainment Car con- 
structed especially for us, has 
rooms furnished with wardrobes, 
dressing tables, easy chairs, etc., 
with private bath attached.

pe SOUTHWEST is America’s land of romance, ancient history and 
aboriginal life, and a modern intellectual and artistic center as well. 
Here are the Pueblo Indians and their terraced villages, mingling with the 
most distinguished of American writers and artists and the swarthy and 
colorful descendants of the Conquistadores. Here under its brilliant skies lie 
such important and world-famous places as Santa Fe and the Grand Canyon, 
and such seldom-visited spots among the burning crimson mountains and 
the pure sunlit valleys as Tesuque and Santa Clara Pueblos, the Painted 
Desert and the Petrified Forests of Arizona and many others. 


ALIFORNIA is the pleasure resort par excellence, where wealth, enter- 

prise and natural advantages have combined to make a great and color- 
‘ful playground. Here are congregated hosts of distinguished and luxury- 
loving people from north and south and east. Its coast is washed by the 
most brilliant of sunny seas, its valleys bathed in golden warmth, and its 
Sierran peaks crowned with amethystine snows. Here are great cities like 
-_Los Angeles and Pasadena and San Francisco and, amidst brilliant hills, 
Riverside and the orange country, Santa Barbara with its villas and sea- 
gardens, Del Monte, the Big Trees, Lake Tahoe, the Yosemite and, among 
others, the forested slopes of giant Shasta. 


OLORADO, the Rocky Mountain State, with 135 peaks more than 
13,000 feet in altitude, is a supreme American mountain region. There 
are first and foremost the Rockies with their countless pinnacles, amazing 
passes and stupendous defiles—the Royal Gorge, forming the mouth of 
the Grand Canyon of the Arkansas, unique even in a state crammed full of 
distinctive natural wonders, the lofty Million Dollar Highway cutting 
through the romantic mining-town district, and the famous Marshall Pass, 
crossing the Continental Divide at a height of nearly 11,000 feet.

Alps, covering a region nearly twice as large as Switzerland, cannot be 
duplicated anywhere else in the world. Literally hundreds of snow-peaks, 
glaciers of enormous extent, views over miles of Alpine scenery, lakes, snow- 
fields and falls. Here are two or three Switzerlands rolled into one—Banff, 
Lake Louise, Field, Glacier, the Selkirk Mountains, the Fraser River Can- 
yon, and the byways leading to such spots as Emerald Lake, Yoho Valley, 
Lake Wapta, Storm Mountain, the Buffalo Park, etc. And there is Jasper, 
on the border of British Columbia, largest of all national parks, with Mount 
Robson, highest peak in the Canadian Rockies, Mount Edith Cavell, in- 
verted Maligne Canyon and innumerable other magnificent scenic features. 


ae with its thousands of miles of coast line offers the vastest and 
greatest region of fjord and glacier scenery to be found anywhere in the 
world. From Seattle to Skagway there is scarcely a turning of the ship’s 
prow that does not unfold before you a new world of awe-inspiring beauty or 
of colorful picturesqueness. The Indians of the coast are among the finest 
types of aborigines and the totem poles scattered about their villages are 
beautiful as well as curious. Here are mining towns—Juneau for gold and 
Ketchikan for copper, salmon fisheries and great glaciers like that of Taku— 
the historic White Pass from Skagway over into the Yukon Territory, the 
beautiful Lake Bennett in the Atlin Region—these and an infinitely various 


panorama of the world’s most magnificent scenery. 
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ROCKY MOUNTAIN NATIONAL PARK: The Central Rockies of the Continental 
Divide in Colorado have a character peculiarly their own. They are among the highest in 
the land, in the Rocky Mountain National Park, among the most beautiful of all. 


HE NATIONAL PARKS—of which the Land Cruises offer visits to 
nine in the United States and Canada, hold within their boundaries 
the best of all the many types of American scenery. They range from the 
unparalleled Grand Canyon in Arizona to the oldest of the great western 
parks, the Yellowstone, in Wyoming with its fire-holes, geysers, lakes, hot 
springs, peaks and falls. There is Crater Lake, mysterious blue sea in the 
crater of an old fire-mountain. There is Rocky Mountain National Park, a 
glacier-girt crown set upon the very head of the highest Rockies. There is 
Rainier Park, with its 26 glaciers spilling from one grand old mountain. 
There is the glacial gorge of the Yosemite in the Californian Sierras. There 
is Zion Park with its pinnacles and buttresses; and there are the beautiful 
Alpine Slopes of the Canadian Rocky Mountain Parks (including Jasper, 
with its glittering snow-peaks looming above the exquisite Athabasca Valley ) 
and our own Glacier Park in the Alps of Montana. 


HE WESTERN CITIES AND TOWNS, those centers in which the 
characteristic life of the New World is congregated, are not ordinarily 
considered in a western trip but they cannot be omitted if you really wish to 
see the country as it is. Chicago, the great Western Metropolis; Minnea- 
polis and St. Paul, the Twin Wheat cities of the Mississippi; Boise and 
Medora, where the frontier has left its mark; Helena, a beautiful city in a 
great scenic region at the head of the Missouri River; Spokane, capital of a 
new Inland Empire ruled by wheat; Salt Lake City in the pioneer state of 
Utah, and Colorado Springs and Denver, towns that have turned the rich 


resources of Colorado into luxury and beauty. 
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THE MILLION DOLLAR HIGHWAY: A notable new feature of our cruises this sum- 

mer is the famous new Million Dollar Highway in Colorado. High in the clouds, this 

great engineering achievement passes through the memorable mining towns of Ouray 
and Silverton, whose mills still refine the products of the unfailing mines. 


GREAT essential region in Colorado is opened to Land Cruise travel 
this summer. The Million Dollar Highway, the Grand Canyon of the 
Arkansas, the Royal Gorge and the skyscraping Marshall Pass compose a 
marvelous scenic display chat illustrates again the inestimable advantages 
of traveling on a route entirely untrammeled by normal train schedules. 
The Royal Gorge is an incredibly confined chasm half a mile deep through 
which the train runs between the crowding, time-painted walls and the im- 
pulsive Arkansas River. The Grand Canyon of the Arkansas, into which 
the Royal Gorge expands, with its crenellated battlements and glowing 
geological phenomena, is a worthy sister of the Grand Canyon of the Colo- 
rado. There js a long drive over the famous new Million Dollar Highway— 
a motor road high in the clouds—that represents one of the West’s most 
remarkable achievements. Along the way there are visits to several towns 
whose silver and gold mills may still be seen in operation—Montrose, 
Ouray in its lofty garden setting, and Silverton. These are the towns of 
Bret Harte and the parlous times of ’49 and the ’50’s when was laid the basis 
of Colorado’s wealth of today. Salida, with its magnificent view of the 
Sangre de Cristo Range, is visited also, while the trip to Marshall Pass, by 
motor and narrow gauge railway, is unsurpassed. Marshall Pass, 11,000 feet 
above the sea, crowns the Continental Divide, where the icy mountain waters 
divide, some to flow eastward, some westward.

JASPER NATIONAL PARK: More than a hundred mile-high snow-peaks pierce the 
skies of Jasper, a marvelous region of glaciers, mysterious canyons, lakes, cascades and 
streams. The approach to Jasper, along the wild Valley of the Skeena, is no less magnificent. 


ASPER PARK, in Western Canada, is the largest national reservation 
J in the world. Over a hundred snow-clad peaks from 7,000 to 10,000 
feet high dot its 4,400 square miles of incomparable scenic grandeur. The 
approach from the Pacific is along the sinuous valley of the Skeena River, 
cutting its way through a region of unsurpassed grandeur, with icy moun- 
tains shelving up sheer from the river, now broadening into lakes of emerald 
green, now contracting to torrents a few feet wide. The route passes a 
number of fascinating points—Hazelton, northernmost point on the railway; 
Kitwanga with its fantastic avenue of Indian Totem poles; Bulkley Gates, 
far below the track, a broken prehistoric natural dam. Within easy distance 
is Mt. Robson, 13,000 feet high—the Monarch of the Canadian Rockies. 
Jasper abounds in gleaming glaciers, sparkling snow-fields, wonderful water- 
falls, mysterious canyons, jewel-like lakes, and everywhere is the vague 
music of rushing cascades and streams. The “Shore Excursions” here in- 
clude such features as a motor drive to the surprising Maligne Canyon, like 
an inverted ““V”’, and a drive to Mt. Edith Cavell—whose glacier-hung 
summit rears itself 11,033 feet over the Athabasca—first along the valley 
then by a zig-zag route up the flanks of the mountain for a panorama of the 
Maligne Range, and on to the very foot of Ghost Glacier. Luxurious Jasper 
Park Lodge, on the shores of Lac Beauvert, has every facility for the en- 
joyment of the sports in which the park abounds—golf, tennis, swimming in 
pool or lake, horse-back riding, etc.

GLACIER NATIONAL PARK: Adjoining the Canadian boundary in Montana lies Gla- 
cier National Park, the pre-eminent alpine region of the United States. Here the mountains 
and lakes, equally as rugged and grand as those of other sections of the country, are densely 
wooded and intimate like the Canadian Rockies. The original owners of this wonderland— 
the Blackfoot Indians whose camp is shown here—will greet you in full regalia when you 

arrive at Glacier Park Station.

EAR any cruise-route there are inevitably a certain number of places 

which appeal very decidedly to individual travelers, but not to every- 

one. With this fact in mind, although it would be far simpler for us to 

operate Land Cruises without them, we offer a number of Optional Excur- 

sions to points or regions which have perhaps limited interest and which 

moreover are not feasibly visited by large groups because of restricted 
facilities. 


HERE will be some two score of these Optional Excursions, for which 
there is a moderate additional charge. They range from short trips 
occupying only a few hours, to more extended journeys of a day or so.

On September 8 there will be another automobile drive by way of Dunraven Pass, 
Mammoth Hot Springs, the Norris Geyser Basin to Gardiner to re-join the ‘‘Liner’’. 


Helena, Montana 
Helena, centre of the great copper region will be visited on September 9. Here there will 
be atrip of unusual interest, by automobile and launch to the upper reaches of the Mis- 
souri River and the towering “‘Gates of the Mountains’’. Luncheon and dinner will be 
provided ‘‘ashore’’. 


Glacier National Park

THE PACIFIC NORTHWEST 
Spokane 
A day (September 12)will be spent at this capital of the ‘‘Inland Empire of the North- 
west”’, with luncheon ‘‘ashore”’ at the Hotel Davenport and an autumobile drive to the 
points of interest in this too-seldom visited city. 


Portland 
September 13 will be spent in the ‘“‘Rose City’’, where luncheon and dinner will be pro- 
vided at the Hotel Benson and where there will be automobile drives through the city 
out to Portland Heights for the mountain panorama and along the wonderful Columbia 
River Highway to Horse Tail Falls.
